Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1. Claims 28-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kung et al (6,508,756) in view of Lundback (4,957,477). 

See office action of 1/6/06. Further, applicant has suggested that the word 
'elastic' does not apply to the structure of the Lundback patent. According to 
'Webster's Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary' (1987), the term 'elastic' means 
'capable of recovering size and shape after deformation'. Since the patient's 
heart beats constantly, the material that both Lundback and Kung are made of 
have to be elastic in order to function properly.
